If 1hadgone tothe Church
thai night dressed in my usual way,
I would wivhout donbt kavs been given
(.l]v.l best phuo in the house, and possi-
kly would have besn invited to the
pnlplt. to sseist in the opening servi-
ces.

The usuai resort
in thesc circumstances is to wait un-
til Christmas morning and then to
seiect from the gifis received the ob-
ject vne wante icust, and send ® to the
person whose name has been omitted
from the iisi.  Should anyone consid-
er the above statement exaggerated
let him take a seat in any Gf thestores
in King street and, while feigning to
be occupied in inspecting some article
of merchandise, lend an ear to the
conversations that are carried om
around him by the threngs of shop-
pers. Ee will hear little bus talk
about Christmas presents, not in
tones that imply any pleasure in se-
lecting and giving them, but with
complaining and weary voices that in-
dicate that the speakers regard the
whole business as an unmitigated
nuisance, and that convinde the lis
tener it would be an excellent
thing if the custom of Christmas gifts
was abolished, or atleast discontiuued
until the return of ‘‘good times.”
Perhaps when purses begin to fill up
and we have a few years rest from worry-
ing over Christmas,we may begin to re-
gard it in a different light, and to find
pleasure in what should be a delight
to each of us.

The oddest part of the affairis thae,
grumble an they may, every person
feels compelled to give. Be they rioch
o poor, generoud or stingy, sll are
afraid to set custom at defiance and to
say ihat ®hey wiil accept nothing and
will give nothing thir year, hecause
they do not feel their means suffi-
cient to jussify any outlay for things
80 unnecessary as are Ckristmas gifts.
Of course many of the presents ex-
changed arc very acceptabie, and
persons of good sense endeavor to
so select them that they will be either
useful or ornamental, but a great deal
of what is given ie the voricsi trash,
and nc amount of bows, wrapping in
silver paverand tying with ‘*baby rib-
bon” will make it anything else.
Rathei than compromise 8o with our
conscirnce, would it not he better to
be honest with our f-iends and
them we cannos afford togiveanything
worth their accepting; or. if we can
afford tc give, why not make an cffort
to find -ont what they should like?
0 ssurse soine of our readers will ex-
cleim with horror at such plain deal-
ing and lack of sentiment, -but senti-
ment has been almost banished from
the eustom of giving away, and any
pretence of it is mostly a sham.
| The true value of a Ghristmas pres-
ent is entirejy independent of its in-
trinsic worth, although there are some

Important as is the
gpirit that ingpires a gift, the spiritin
which it is received is of ggual im-
portanee, and nothing is more chilling
$0 a generous person than to find that
he to whom he has given something is
oppressed with a sense of obhgat.lon
until ha ean rotnin a siill more costly
gift.
